Meeting  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Vice  Pres.  George  O'Brien. 

President  Osborn  read  a  letter  of  resignation  from  Vice  President  Larry  Cavanaugh. 

MMS  to  have  Charles  Thompson  replace  V.P.  Cavanaugh  on  the  Council.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  gave  the  oath  of  office  to  Charles  Thompson. 

Pres.  Osborn  asked  permission  to  have  Louie  Leopold  from  the  Northampton  C.L.C. 
present  at  the  meeting  since  he  accompanied  V.P.  O'Brien.    Permission  granted. 

MMS  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  May  Council  meeting.   So  voted. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT: 

Pres.  Osborn  spoke  of  his  pride  in  everyone  connected  with  the  Gompers-Murray-Meany 
Seminar  which  he  said  was  a  great  success,  and  this  success  was  due  to  all  the  hard 
work  of  those  involved . 

Pres.  Osborn  reported  on  his  current  activities  as  follows: 

-  Attended  the  Community  Services  Convention 

-  Attended  Vice  Pres.  Cecilia  Leshyk's  retirement  dinner 

-  Served  on  panel  for  National  Economic  Development  Council.    New  technology 
affects  students  not  going  to  college  and  displaced  workers.   Help  from  this  Council 
and  other  sources  will  be  needed. 

Pres.  Osborn  related  a  problem  that  was  going  on  in  Gloucester  with  the  fishermen 
where  the  industry  is  going  down  the  drain  because  of  new  people  moving  into  the  area 
who  object  to  the  fishing  industry.   Efforts  are  being  made  to  have  the  state  support 
the  fishermen.   They  are  AFL/CIO  members. 

-  Pres.  Osborn  attended  the  Irish  American  Labor  Coalition  Dinner  which  was 
a  great  success.  He  discussed  the  reason  for  Inez  McCormack  coming  to  Boston,  which 
was  to  testify  on  the  McBride  principles.   President  Osborn  testified  in  favor  of  the 
McBride  Principles  for  the  Council. 

Problem  with  funding  of  the  Greater  Boston  Health  Planning  Council  -  Sent  letters  to 
congressmen.   Due  to  confusion  in  the  staff  of  Commerce  &  Labor,  Ken  Lemanski,  on  a 
fund  raising  invitation  they  put  both  Arthur  Osborn  and  Steve  Tocco's  name  on  the 
committee.   This  has  all  been  straightened  out. 

-  Pres.  Osborn  said  he  has  been  putting  some  effort  into  the  Coors  Boycott. 
Frontlash  is  involved  in  this  and  Jim  Shaw  has  been  doing  a  great  job  on  it. 
Literature  will  be  sent  out  to  inform  everyone  of  the  bars  who  are  complying  with 


this  boycott.   Also,  the  Governor  was  approached  by  Coors  to  coordinate  Coors  with  an 
anti^drunk  driving  campaign  but  he  refused  their  money. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  has  been  approached  by  Doug  Perry,  U.E.,  for  the  support 
of  the  Council  in  a  labor  dispute  with  a  small  company  in  Hyde  Park.   We  support 
them;  however,  they  are  not  AFL/CIO  and  we  would  have  to  be  concerned  with  our  depth 
of  commitment.  He  said  he  would  leave  this  up  to  the  Council. 

Pres.  Osborn  asked  the  Council  to  consider  the  request  of  John  Stygles  and  Jean 
Taylor  to  be  allowed  to  send  out  information  on  their  union  products  to  all  the 
locals.   This  would  help  the  locals  out  with  the  parade  effort  and  any  other  union 
events  which  would  be  coming  up.   Asked  for  the  Council's  permission  to  allow  them  to 
come  to  the  office  and  send  out  this  literature  —  in  this  way,  out  lists  remain  in 
the  office. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  requested  that  if  Stygles  is  allowed  to  do  this,  it  would  only 
be  fair  to  grant  this  courtesy  to  other  companies  who  sell  union  promotional 
materials. 

MMS  to  allow  other  100%  union  companies  who  sell  promotional  material  to  use  our 
office  facilities,  their  own  labor,  at  no  cost  to  the  Council,  to  send  out  literature 
on  their  products  —  our  lists  to  remain  intact  in  the  office.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  parade. 

Workers  Comp.  discussed  briefly. 

MMS  to  obtain  a  photo  of  the  woman  who  was  crushed  in  the  accident  in  New  York  City 
by  the  crane,  which  was  operated  by  an  unauthorized  operator.   This  photo  to  be 
included  in  a  packet  to  the  reps.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  JPTA  Displaced  Workers  Program  and  a  letter  sent  by  Henry 
Carreiro  regarding  the  availability  of  these  centers  across  the  state.  Pres.  Osborn 
offered  to  obtain  these  letters  for  anyone  to  use  them. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  met  with  Happy  Green  of  the  State  Office  of  Labor 
regarding  the  possible  of  increased  day  care  centers  in  the  future.   The  need  for 
these  centers  will  be  felt  badly  by  1990  when  about  70%  of  people  entering  into  the 
workforce  will  be  women. 

Much  discussion  followed  on  the  day  care  situation  with  V.P.  Devlin  expressing 
concern  that  these  centers  will  become  early  childhood  educational  centers,  operating 
apart  from  the  public  school  system.   If  they  are  pre-kindergarten  centers,  then  they 
should  be  included  in  the  public  school  system  bill  before  the  Senate. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  attended  a  meeting  on  MIFA  at  the  Secretary  of  Labor's 
office.  He  felt  that  the  guidelines  are  too  loose  and  submitted  suggestions.   Exec. 
V.P.  Evers,  V.P.  Mills  and  Ed  McCann  were  in  attendance  at  this  meeting  also. 

Pres.  Osborn  reported  that  he  met  with  Dir.  Foley  and  the  UFCW  people  on  the  subject 
of  getting  labor  history  into  the  schools. 

Pres.  Osborn  thanked  the  members  of  the  Council  for  giving  their  approval  to  his 
hiring  an  Assistant,  Maureen  Ferris.   He  said  he  is  pleased  with  her  work  and 
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specifically  her  hard  work  on  the  MIFA  guidelines,  which  she  accomplished  in  two  days 
to  meet  a  deadline.  He  said  she  is  a  great  plus  for  the  Council  in  helping  him  deal 
on  the  same  technical  level  with  the  groups  we  are  involved  with. 

Pres.  Osborn  reminded  the  Council  of  the  "Jobs  and  Justice"  rally  scheduled  for 
Wednesday,  June  26th.  He  urged  participation  in  this  and  said  that  visibility  is 
most  important  in  these  hard  times. 

The  bus  drivers  rally  was  discussed  and  was  slated  for  the  day  of  the  Council 
meeting,  June  20th  —  The  President  regretted  he  could  not  attend  because  of  a 
meeting  with  the  Senate  President. 

V.P.  Evers  reported  that  a  meeting  will  be  held  on  July  9th  at  the  IBEW  hall 
regarding  the  prevailing  rate.   Word  has  come  down  that  a  prevailing  rate  survey  will 
be  taken  in  Middlesex  county.   This  would  be  a  bad  thing  for  the  building  trades. 

V.P.  O'Brien  expressed  his  pride  in  Pres.  Osborn  for  his  speech  at  the  University  of 
Mass.  om  the  Coors  situation. 

Discussion  followed  on  this  Coors  matter. 

MMS  to  accept  the  President's  report.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  introduced  Bob  Minichelli,  an  IBEW  member,  who  is  presently  involved  in 
a  program  to  build  homes  by  trade  union  people  offered  to  working  class  people  at  an 
affordable  price.  Mr.  Minichelli  addressed  the  Council  and  explained  the  program. 
Much  discussion  followed  on  this  program  and  Pres.  Osborn  suggested  a  meeting  with 
Bob,  himself,  the  Executive  Officers  and  anyone  on  the  Council  who  wished  to  attend. 
The  discussion  resulted  in  many  questions  from  the  Board  and  Pres.  Osborn  said 
Council's  endorsement  of  this  program  will  be  considered. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Financial  report  noted . 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  reported  that  the  receipts  as  shown  on  the  report  are  low  and 
this  figure  is  the  result  of  accounting  procedures.   The  report  prepared  as  usual  by 
a  certain  cutoff  date  —  the  deposits  after  that  date  are  not  counted  into  that 
figure.  There  are  $60,000  additional  in  receipts  not  shown. 

On  item  9  of  the  report,  Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  reported  that  this  reflects  two  months 
FICA  payment  —  $10,000  to  the  Federal  government,  and  $10,500  transferred  to 
C.O.P.E.   This  payment  to  COPE  is  for  money  owed  from  general  fund. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  reported  that  at  the  suggestion  of  V.P.  Joyce  he  is  in  the 
process  of  sending  letters  to  delinquent  locals  and  he  will  keep  the  Board  updated  on 
this. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  reported  on  his  union  activities  over  the  past  month: 

-  Attended  the  Community  Services  seminar 

-  Attended  the  Irish  Coalition  Dinner  which  was  a  great  success  with  over  700 
people  there. 


-  Attended  the  I.U.E.  educational  conference  in  Lenox,  Mass. 

-  Met  with  Mass.  Industrial  Advisory  Board  —  this  board  oversees  the 
implementation  and  monitoring  of  plant  closing  legislation.   The  Secretary-Treasurer 
discussed  the  progress  made  in  this  area  of  plant  closing  and  benefits  going  to  the 
displaced  workers. 

-  Met  with  architects  and  Pres.  Osborn  regarding  the  purchase  of  a  building 
for  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  headquarters.   The  Council  is  in  the  last  5  finalists  in  being 
considered  for  a  building  being  offered  by  the  City  of  Boston.   He  will  keep  the 
Board  updated  on  this  matter.   Plans  are  underway  for  the  Finance  Committee  to  meet 
with  the  architect  and  consultant  on  the  feasibiltiy  of  purchasing  this  building. 

MMS  to  cancel  the  July  Executive  Council  meeting.   So  voted. 

Tentative  plans  for  the  August  meeting  discussed.  When  the  arrrangements  are  set, 
Sec.  Treas.  will  advise. 

MMS  to  have  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  host  the  Northeast  Council  meeting  in  July.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  reminded  the  Council  members  that  he  will  still  proceed  with  caution  on 
the  purchase  of  the  building. 

V.P.  Kerr  suggested  that  Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  confer  with  Joe  Walsh  of  the  Plumbers 
Union  who  would  have  information  on  industrial  revenue  bonds.   The 

Secretary-Treasurer  said  he  would  meet  with  Walsh  and  Joe  Joyce  on  this  matter  which 
would  relate  to  the  financing  of  the  building  purchase. 

President  Osborn  requested  the  name  of  the  architect.   Secretary-Treasurer  answered  - 
Frank  DiMeo. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  NAGE  has  requested  a  meeting  with  him  regarding 
affiliation.   The  meeting  was  held  and  afterwards  President  Osborn  sent  a  letter 
which  was  requested.   Now  we  are  waiting  for  an  answer. 

OPEIU-6  commitment  —  they  sent  a  letter  to  President  Osborn  regarding  building  up 
their  membership  to  this  Council  on  a  periodic  schedule,  and  the  initial  step  in  this 
direction  has  taken  place. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  Executive  Officers  meetings.   So  voted. 

V.P.  Joyce  addressed  the  Council  regarding  the  Mayor's  tax  package.  Said  this  was 
supported  by  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Council  at  their  last  meeting.  He  requested 
the  support  of  the  Council  for  this  package. 

V.P.  Burke  said  the  package  was  not  supported  at  the  last  Boston  C.L.C.  meeting  but 
was  discussed  there.   He  expressed  his  opposition  to  the  fuel  tax  which  he  said  was  a 
part  of  the  package,  since  it  would  adversely  affect  his  workers  and  their  jobs. 

Pres.  Osborn  read  the  motion  that  was  under  discussion  and  said  that  it  did  not 
mention  the  fuel  tax. 
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V.P.  Joyce  advised  that  the  motion  was  acted  on  by  the  delegates  at  the  previous 
meeting  of  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Council.   Discussion  followed  on  this  matter  of 
the  Mayor's  package. 

Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  said  that  the  package  is  beneficial  to  the  city  and  felt  that  the 
revenue  derived  from  it  is  essential  to  the  city  at  this  time.  AFSCME  and  he  support 
the  package. 

Discussion  followed  with  V.P.  Bozzotto  in  favor  of  package. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  the  Senate  President  has  impact  on  the  Council  and  the 
legislature  and  the  result  will  be  relief  for  Boston  and  will  not  be  the  specific 
package  that  the  Mayor  submits.   The  President  emphasized  that  he  supports  relief  for 
the  City,  but  that  relief  to  come  about  without  the  loss  of  jobs. 

V.P.  Burke  advised  that  there  will  be  a  loss  of  300  -  600  jobs  at  the  airport  if  the 
fuel  tax  goes  through. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  the  fuel  tax  is  not  in  the  motion. 

V.P.  Mills  identified  the  three  parts  of  the  package  and  after  much  discussion  the 
motion  evolved  . 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  he  understands  the  concerns  expressed  by  the  Vice 
Presidents,  but  that  the  answer  is  what  V.P.  Mills  said. 

MMS  that  the  Massachusetts  AFL/CIO  is  aware  of  the  tax  needs  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  hereby  goes  on  record  of  supporting  increased  tax  revenues  for  the  capital  City 
of  Boston  in  the  following  three  ways: 

-  State  assumption  of  all  costs  related  to  Suffolk  County  jail  system. 

-  4%  tax  on  hotel  and  motesl 

-  State  assumption  of  Boston's  share  of  MBTA  costs. 
After  much  discussion  -  "without  loss  of  jobs"  was  added. 
So  voted.   V.P.  Corbett  opposed. 

V.P.  Burke  asked  that  the  members  of  the  Executive  Council  contact  their  legislators 
opposing  the  fuel  tax. 

V.P.  Thompson  addressed  the  Council  and  said  he  was  pleased  to  now  be  a  member  of  the 

Council  and  hopes  to  work  with  Pres.  Osborn  on  problems  in  western  Mass. 

Pres.  Osborn  said  he  plans  to  help  out  and  appreciates  Charlie  Thompson's  concerns. 

V.P.  Mills  spoke  on  the  Women's  Committee  and  the  fact  that  at  a  meeting  held  at 
Gompers-Murray-Meany,  it  was  decided  that  this  Committee  should  zero  in  on  one  issue 
rather  than  scatter  its  energy  on  a  group  of  issues.   She  proposed  meeting  with 
herself,  Pres  Osborn,  Martin  Foley  and  Paul  Eustace  to  decide  on  an  important  women's 
issue,  one  that  would  be  winnable. 

MMS  to  send  out  an  affiliate  mailing  asking  them  to  send  a  woman  representative  to  a 
meeting  concerning  a  main  women's  issue  to  pursue  in  the  legislature.   So  voted. 

V.P.  Kerr  gave  an  updated  report  on  the  progress  of  the  parade  plans.   Discussion 
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followed  on  the  parade. 

MMS  to  send  out  a  letter  to  the  affiliates  signed  by  the  Executive  Officers  and  the 
Parade  Chairman  to  urge  participation.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  asked  everyone  to  return  their  chance  books  for  the  drawing  which  will 
take  place  at  the  Parade. 

MMS  to  refer  communications  to  the  Executive  Officers.   So  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Director  Foley  reported  that  the  budget  is  being  worked  on  for  the  past  three  weeks 
at  the  State  House. 

Some  of  the  main  bills  being  worked  on  at  present  include: 

-  Prevailing  Wage  -  a  bill  to  mandate  penalties  on  those 
employers  not  complying  with  the  law. 

-  Minimum  Wage 

-  Personnel  Records  Bill 


Director  Foley  advised  that  it  has  been  a  slow  session.  As  of  June  8,  48  pieces  of 
legislation  have  been  signed  into  law.  Plans  call  for  the  House  to  work  until  July 
15th  and  then  go  out  for  a  month. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  once  a  piece  of  legislation  is  submitted  to  the 
Legislature,  it  no  longer  belongs  to  the  person  or  organization  submitting  it.   It 
can  be  changed  or  re-shaped  at  the  state  level.   This  could  occur  with  the  Mayor's 
tax  package. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Legislative  Report.   So  voted. 

President  Osborn  reminded  the  Council  of  the  rally  on  June  26th.
